| chance of not getting what mail was 
_there for him because, when addi- 
tional help was sent me, it was high 
school boys, inexperienced in han- 
| dling mail. 

Congestion Grew Worse. 

“Relatives at home, learning that 
| their letters did not reach their boys, 
| redoubled their writing, and the con- 
gestion grew. Christmas presents 
designed for soldiers, many of whom 
were spending their first Christmas | 
away from home, were not delivered. |! 
Telegrams came to the Jefferson 
Barracks office by the hundreds and 
| were sent to me at the postoffice for 
delivery, 2-cent stamps being affixed. 
“I called up Superintendent of 
Mails Robertson and told him that I 
had learned that the Knights of 
Columbus authorities would = turn 
over their building for my use as a 
| postoffice. I was refused permis- 
| Sion to accept the offer. 
| “I have reason to believe that the 
'same night Col. Murray, then com- 
}mandant at the Barracks, called up 
|the main postoffice and urged tha: 
something be done to relieve the 
| necessity of men standing in the cold 
for hours to receive their mail. 
| “The next morning Supt. Robert- 
' son called me and asked about the

| after my first conversation with him, 
| I had told the Knights of Columbus

| “That's the way with you fe)-

The answer is, of course, obvious to 
anyone who has given the matter 
thought. The demobilization of a great 
army is always a slow and difficult proc- 


ess. Even after the Franco-Prussian 
War, which lasted only a few months, de- 
mobilization occupied more than a year.

Austria-Hungary is completely humbled. The dual 
‘empire's peace note indicates a willingness to make 
peace at any price.

As in Austria-Hungary, so in Germany the military 
situation and internal conditions are the keys to the 
peace situation. There is cumulative evidence of the. 
collapse of militarism and imperialism and the rise 
It does not seem to-have 
reached completed constitutional guarantees as yet, 
but the inability of the military powers to save the 
German forces from utter defeat and the empire from | 
ultimate collapse practically insures the final triumph 
of popular government in some form. There is evidence | 
that the people have awakened to the real situation 
and are insisting upon control of the Government. 

The terms of the armistice offered to both Gov- 
ernments will be at once the test of the sincerity of 
the peace offers and the guarantee that our conditions 
of peace will be carried out. We can assure just peace 
and the establishment of popular government in both 
emipres by our armistice conditions and the subse- 
quent enforcement under our military supremacy of 
our peace terms. 

We assume that the terms of the military armistice 


of submission. They must be rigid and comprehensive 
enough to insure our complete control of the military 
situation and of peace terms, but they need not be 
excessively hard or humiliating. We are working for 
the overthrow of imperial militarism and oppression 
and for a just and enduring peace. When we have 
gained the one by victory, the other can only be 
assured by conditions which make for good will and 
friendly co-operation among the people. 

Until the victory of the allies and the surrender of 
the Central Powers are assured under guarantees we

For example, the ed- 
ucational programs which have been laid 
out, with the approval of the Govern- 
ment, will turn every hut in France into 
a university classroom and make those 
months of readjustment months that will 
eount permanently in the lives of our 
boys. 

The American people will want to make 
generous provision, not merely for the 
period of the war, but for the demobiliza- 
tion period as well, once they under- 
stand the- need. 

Will you help us to make them under- 
stand? They have _ stood by the boys 
loyally thus far. Let us determine that 
no matter when the war ends, we will 
stand by them until the last boy steps 
off the gangplank over here, at the end 
of his journey home.

should convince everyone of the fact that America must 
raise every dollar of the $170,500,000 asked for by the 
War Work Campaign Committee. This fund is to be 
raised in the week of Nov. 11 to 18 Missouri’s quota 
is $5,000,000, of which St. Louis is expected to contrib- 
ute one-half. ! 

Even if peace comes before Christmas the almost 
world-wide work of the United War Workers, of whom 
there are now more than 15,000, will have to be con- 
tinued for probably a year and a half. If, as Canadian 
authorities estimate, it will take 15 months to bring the 
Canadian army home, it will take as long or longer to 
bring our army and its immense outfit of helpers back 
to the United States. And during demobilization, with,

STRAIGHT EAST INTO GERMANY. | 

In some of the most heroic fighting the allies did ! 
the western front for four years they were headed al- 
most directly north. It was only on the line nearest 
the sea that they fought in a general direction to the 
right of the compass needle. And even there they

But only a comparatively small extent of line is now | 
left on which they are fighting northward. From the 
Holland border all the way down to the La Fere Laon 
region the allied fighters face directly east.

When Prussia and Austria took 
Schieswig-Holstein they signed a treaty 
promising that the inhabitants of North- | 
ern Schleswig should decide by vote if 
they wanted to have their territory re- 
stored to Denmark. After Austria had 
been defeated at Koeniggratz and France 
had been beaten in 1870-71 this promise 
became a scrap of paper and was as

vites a respectful consideration and 
discussion by every loyal American 
citizen of what he says. 

The appeal of the President is 
forcible, but specious. The unified 
leadership he asks is aytocratic 
power in fields in which the Consti- 
tution and principles of democracy 
require that he should consult other 
representatives of the people than 
himself. In pursuit of his policies 
he consults neither his own party 
nor any other. He wishes a Demo- 
cratic Senate, not because he would 
seek the assistance of Democratic 
Senators in the foreign policy con- 
cerning which by the fundamental 
law they are to advise and consent, 
but because he can mold them abso- 
lutely to his will without consulting 
them. He has visited his displeasure 
on every Democratic member of 
either House who has differed with 
him and called upon that member's 
constituency to reject him. 

Is it necessary for the country’s 
welfare that he should be absolutely | 
ruler of this nation for the two years 
ensuing from March 4 next? That 
is the premise upon which the sound- 
ness of his appeal, in its ultimate an- 
alysis, must rest. Do we need dur- 
ing the life of the next Congress a 
dictator? One who knows the facts 
of this war, and our part in it, and 
who loves liberty and popular gov- 
ernment, must answer no. The war 
is riearly won. It may take a year 
longer. We hope it will be less. The 
complex questions of the terms of 
peace are to be settled in the tekm 
of the Congress now to be elected. 

The still more difficult questions 
of reconstruction after the war are 
to be met by that Congress. Do 
the American people by their action 
in the next election wish to make 
‘both the terms of peace and the re- 
construction after the war depend on 
the uncontrolled will of Weoodrow 
Wilson?
